An Atlantic Port, Sept, 8.—News 


of the destruction of the 8492 ton 
British steamship Turakina by a tor- 
pedo from a Gernian submarine on 
August 13 was brought here today 
by several members of her crew who 
arrived on an American passenger 
ship from Great Britain.

Zealand troops and was on her way 
to New York to take a cargo of oil. 


According to Charles West, refrlgi 


erator engineer of the ship, three 
members of the crew lost their lives 
from the explosion of the torpedo. 
The others, 72 in all, escaped in life 
boats and were picked up eight hours 
later by a British destroyer. The 
attack occurred about 180 miles out 
and although the Turakina was 
armed, there was no chance to use 
the guns as the u-boat did not show 
Itself.

HIGHLY ESTEEMED 


BY MEDICAL MEN 


Members of the Licking County Medical 


Society, through its committee, Drs. 3'. 
P. H. Stedem. William J. Kennedy and 
J G. Shirer, has sent to Mrs. J. T Har- 
bottle, wido«y of Dr. Harbottle, who was 
killed several veeks ago. a letter of sym- 
pathy and condolence. Tne expression is 
not the stereotyped icsolution but has a 
personal touch which expresses *he gen- 
eral esteem in which Di. Harbottle was 
held by medical men and laymen alike. 
The letter follows. 
Dear Mrs. Harbottle:— 
By selection of Dr. A. T. Speer, JDean 
of the Medical Profession of Newark, we 
are appointed to give you the expressions 
of sympathy and condolence of the Lick- 
ing County Medical Society. 


A sudden death astonishes even a 
stranger but wJien tz comes to one so 
well known, respected and loved as Dr. 
Harbottle, it causes-a shock in the com- 
munity from which we are not easily re- 
lieved. 
To you. Dr. Karbottle was the strong 
protector and faihtful husband and to 
the innocent little children the indulgent 
and loving father. To the community at 
large he was ever a friend and benefac- 
tor. To the members of his profession he 
was a. wise and ethical consultant and 
to the medical organization a. willing and 
useful member. 
Rightiully, mav we 
member him as "the good physician tr 
ed our wounds to heal, and more than 
wealth to the common weal." 
We do honor to ourselves in paying 
tribute to the memory of this good man. 
During his short time of residence among 
us he endeared himself to the people of 
this community by his manifest interest 
in ajl public activities and general welfare 
»ork, and his gentle example and persua- 
sive influence will be a strong incentive 
to others for the practice of the golden 
rule long after the shock and sorrow for 
his, sudden death shall have settled into 
a gentle grief. Many are sad because of 
his .sudden death anc: the cessation of 
the services he was wont to render to 
the humbliest applicant for relief. 
Though not a physical giant nor yet a 
professional athlete, Dr. Harbottlo loved 
clean sports and promoted them both bv 
precept and example.
